No such congestion of traffic exists as this fight for 
passage over the one highway between Manhattan and 
srooklyn.

In one day of last year, those carried in surface 
cars numbered 147,660, 1n trains 140,796, on foot and 
by the driveways 22,000, making a total of 310,456 
persons passing through the Manhattan terminal, a 
jammed and struggling army as great as the popula- 
tion either of Cincinnati or Pittsburg.

This rate of in- 
crease means that in ten years more the new Williams- 
burg Bridge, the Manhattan and the Blackwell's Island 
sridges, now building, will no more than keep pace 
with the demands for relief, and that even in the next 
generation the cry will be, ‘‘More bridges and more 
tunnels.’”’
